Our faith in Porterville’s 
youth is further increased by 
their spirit in walking from 
Bakersfield. Having watched 
some of their dances we knew 
they had the stamina but now 
we know they have the cour- 
age to attempt something out 
of the ordinary. The fact that 
it takes some of this same 
fortitude to maintain a yard 
may influence our thinking but 
in any case we're all for them. 

If you're not starting out 
on one of these jaunts your- 
self, this would be a good 
weekend to attack the crab 
grass, burr clover, or just 
plain weeds. The crab grass 
takes some doing but if the 
lawn is kept fertilized and not 
too closely mowed during sum- 
mer, then the treatment now is 
worthwhile. 

Burr clover is easily killed 
with Weedone 2-4D unless it's 
in a dichondra lawn. If so, it 
becomes more difficult be 
cause you have to con your 
wife into pulling it. This 
should be done before she 
mows the lawn and while the 
soil is a bit moist. If she does 
a good job, you might let her 
mow it while you're down 
picking up a sack of 16-16-8 
fertilizer for her to scatter 
over the grass. If you're a real 
gentleman, you will borrow one 
of our spreaders to make the 
job easier for her.
